A number of 
years ago we grew a lot of iris. Much of this iris we soid to 
other growers for resale. We have now discontinued most of 
this wholesale business. We no longer try, or care to grow 
a large number of varieties. Growing large quantities of iris 
builds up heavy overhead expenses. We live in a community 
where there is no cheap labor, no cheap land and very little 
labor who care to work in iris at any price. We must compete 
with other growers, who are able to employ much cheaper 
labor and use land with a value much less than ours. 

We are attempting to grow only a few of the very choicest 
varieties and to grow them in sufficient mumbers so we can 
sell them to you at a very reasonable price. If you will com- 
pare our prices with others we believe you will agree this is 
true. We can do this only by limiting our list to around 100 
kinds. Each year we purchase a number of new varieties. Last 
year we added to our list the following: Cliffs of Dover, Pre- 
tender, and Lady Ilse. All three of these, later, received an 
Award of Merit from the Iris Society. Other new introductions 
added were First Violet (this iris may take the Dyke’s Medal), 
Swan Ballet (watch this one), Engraved, Violet Harmony, Car- 
mela, Big Game, Queens Taste, Top Hat, and a number of 
others. 


BLUE SPRUCE SEED 


Without doubt, the Colorado Blue Spruce is the loveliest 
evergreen in America. It is of rather slow growth and for this 
reason is quite expensive.

USE WHAT YOU HAVE, YOUR SOIL 


Last year we had Iris which grew over 4 ft. tall. Most of 
our iris grew to 3% ft or over. Here are some of the things 
| would recommend if you wish to improve the height and 
size of your iris: 

Select the location where you wish to plant your iris next 

summer. Now. 

2. Dig your soil up early, leaving it rough and scatter your 
fertilizer over it. 

3. Dig your soil as deep as possible. Your subsoil may be 
richer in minerals than your top soil. Use as much of your 
subsoil as possible. 

4. When weeds come up, dig your soil over again and mix it 
well. Do this often. 

5. If your soil is reasonably rich, don’t think too much about 
fertilizer. You can accomplish more with a spading fork 
than with a bucket full of bone meal. 

6. Plant your iris in August if possible. 

7. Don’t expect to grow big, fine iris if you wait until your 
plants arrive before deciding where to plant them. 

8. Don’t dig up an old iris clump and plant a new rhizone in 
the same place. You will have to bend low to see your 
flower, if you have one. 
| believe almost anyone can grow bigger and better iris. | 

believe you can grow iris tall enough so you can stand up and 

they will look you square in the eye. You can’t do this with 
fertilizer alone. You must dig your soil early, dig it deep and 

mix it well. Add some fertilizer and watch the results. You 

may be thrilled; | hope so.
